This responds to your request dated, September 8, 2013, to INTERPOL Washington, 
pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), for a copy of correspondence generated 
between January 1, 2001 and September 8, 2013, from INTERPOL Washington and the Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Courts (FISC) 

We received your request on September 8, 2013. Please refer to the above FOIA number 
assigned to your request in any additional correspondence. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. 

A search of the INTERPOL Washington system of records and administrative files 
produced no records. Since we located no records, either no records ever existed in our system 
of records, or if a criminal investigative record existed in the INTERPOL Washington system of 
records and the criminal investigation was closed on any date up through 1999, those records 
would have been destroyed and would no longer be available for retrieval. You may be 
interested to know that INTERPOL Washington investigative records are retained only for a 
period of seven (7) years from the date a case is closed. 

If you are not satisfied with the actions of INTERPOL Washington on your request, you 
may appeal by writing to:
